Olaiming that it is impossible 
to reduce the burden of taxation 
imposed upon Edmonton citizens 
the City Council will shortly wait 
upon the Provincia! Government 
asking it to relinquish some of 
the avenues of taxation, which 
are purely municipal, and which 
are at present being exploited by 
the Government. 

Not only has the Government, 
it ts claimed, invaded every possi- 
bie field of municipal tzxation, | 
but has at the mme time re- 
duced the allowances for educa- | 
tion and hospital operation | 
thereby adding considcrably to 
the burdens of the already over- 
taxed public of the cities. 

Oomparative tables showinr | 
the increase of taxation on the 
City of Edmonton for govern- 
ment requirements since 1921 
shows an increase of cover $86.- 
000. The estimated total of taxcs 
for 1924 is stated to be $820,311 
all derived from purely munici- 
pal fields of taxntion.

The appointment of Mr. Marvin at Washington 
as head of the tariff commission is interpreted 
there to mean that there will be no reduction of 
duties. The chairman's tariff ideas are sufficient- 
ly indicated by saying that they are the kind that 
prevail in New England. He is said to be even 
opposed to the flexible clauses in the law which 
give the President power to modify customs rates 
when the home manufacturers seem to be taking 
advantage of them to fleece the consumers. 

However much Canadians may deplore the 

rospect there is nothing surprising in the out- 

fale. The Coolidge Administration was not re- 
turned last fall to cut down the tariff. The party 
in power is and has been consistently protectionist. 
It aims to promote domestic prosperity by the 
exclusion of foreign products. * Aside from the 
possibility that another reciprocity arrangement 
would be negotiated there has been nothing to 
suggest any serious modification of the Fordney 
tariff. And there is and has been no indieation 
that Washington wanted to talk reciprocity or 
would do so if invited. Canada will have to go on 
looking for markets where they can be found. 
There is no profit in longing for those which are 
denied. 


CAPITAL FOR NOTHING. 


Information sent gut from Ottawa is to the 
effect that while United States capitalists draw 
en estimated profit of $125,000,000 per year from 
Canadian investments, United States tourists 
spend $150,000,000 a year in Canada, In other 
w ords we are making ou enery pay the inter- 
est bill on the U.S. capital that has gone into our 


business enter- 
anolher way; our neighbors are 
spending in Canada for entertainment substan- 
tially more than they take out of Canada as 
‘“wares’’ for the service they are rendering br 
using their money to » and operate indus- 
trial plants on this side of > line. 

From the Canadian standpoint there is double 
satisfaction in this ebb and flow of money across 
the border. If there was no tourist traffic at all 
‘anada would be immens¢ better off because 
U.S. capital has been bre country 
and made to create manutacturimg estat 
lishments. The dividends the owners draw for the 
ts « small fraction of 
y to the Dominion, 
ond a modest compensation for the employment 
and the stimulus given 
to business at home and abroad. But as the tour- 
ist from bevond the border brings back the money 
and leaves it bere, together with a few millions 
more, the net result of the calculation is that Cana- 
dians are paying nothing for the use of the U.S, 
capital invested in Canadian undertakings.

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ANOTHER CHANGE AT BERLIN. 


Germany has the first conservative cabinet 
sinee the Kaiser fled the country and the republic 
was set up. It is a coalition affair, and depends 
for support upon the mutual anxiety of several 
parliamentary groups to keep the socialists out 
of power. As in Britain and in the United States, 
there has been a reaction in Germany against 
radicalism, and the make-shift Government may 
lust longer on that account than such combina. 
tions usually do. 

What attitude the Ministry will take toward 
the Dawes plan and other settlement measures, 
end toward the Allies, remains to be seen. Tho 
record of the last six years has shown that party 
names guarantee little in that respect, and party 
professions little more. Iv the backs of the heads 
of all political leaders in Germany is the thought 
that the Allies are demanding more than Germany

They cannot prosper while the outside world 
bars its doors, by tariffs or by sentiment against 
their trade. The German mind is essentially prae 
fteal; and however much the reactionaries might 
like to re-establish the old regime and make an- 
other try for world dominance, they are hardly 
likely to run the risk of a second failure and a 
worse fate. 


THE RIGHT TO LIMIT. 


The Legislature of Saskatchewan went on 
record unanimously in support of a declaration 
that if freight rates are to be equalized there must 
be a statutory limitation of rates in parts of tho 
pete with water routes. The sense of that view 
is obvious. Communities along the St. Lawrence 
river and the shores of the great lakes do not 
need regulation of freight rates by Parliament 
or Railway Commission. The railways must serve 
them at reasonable charges or they will transport 
their goods by water. Where the public have no 
such alternative means of transport they cannot 
expect to enjoy correspondingly iow rates unless 
the law says so. Yet no reason why a 
railway should deliver freight at a lake port for 
less money than it would demand for delivering 
the same freight an inland point no farther 
from the place of origin. 

But this resolution is more than a general 
statement of prineiple. It has direct reference to 
the action of the majority of the Railway Com- 
mission jn attempting to cashier the Crow’s Nest 
Pass agreement. That action had wider signific- 
anee than the agreement in question. It was a 

hallenge to the principle of statutory limitation 
of freight rates allowed to stand that order 
would cut Parliament out of the scene altogether 
so far as freight rate regulation is concerned. If

Of course, they are linen 
picture books and there is a line of 
clear print under each picture that 
tells a story in fine clear language. As 
the baby turns the pages someone 
jreads that story—-if the baby waits 
long enough. If he is in too big a 
hurry to see what is on the next page 
let him pass on, There must be no 
{forcing of the story. He will find it 
jone day and pause before it. Then it 
is time. 

So it is little children learn to read. 
They will hold the Mother Goose up- 
side down in the beginning but of 
course you will set it right by and by 
and he will read the rhyme at the 
foot of the picture although he knows 
not one word from another, He does 
not have to, He is reading and must 
not be interrupted to be taught. Just 
be sure to read and read the little 
stories to him so that he memorizes 
them in his first four years. 

Let him read the pictures to you. 
Tirst he will say, “Doggie,” “Girl.” 
eS his reading power so far. Be 
| 


content with that and do not ask for 
His growth is not to be in- 
terrupted by your teaching. TAttle by 
little he will read more into the ple- 
tures and by the time he is five or 
six he will read a long story from the 
pictures if you have not interfered too 
much, 

By this time he has recognized 
words and sentences and has begun to 
j do a little independent reading. He 
goes to school then, and there learns 
the technique of reading from the 
teacher who instructs him in the use 
of phonics and telis him more stories 
and listens to him while he reads and 
helps him dramatize his own stories. 
The important thing ia to each him 
teo-turn to his book for its joy of 
learning or forgetting or resting. 
Make sure that is donebefore he is 
swemped by the technique. 

The secret lies in being a good audi- 
ence the first four years. No chiid will 
talk or read during that time-—the 
time when his language impuises are 
strongest, unless he has an ipprecia- 
tive and intelligent audience. Father 
and mother meet every requirement if 
only they will try.
